Mr, Bryan says fie does not b elieve 
the silver dollar would depreciate to 51 
cents or at all, b ut would continue to 
b e worth 100 cents in gold, us now. Is 
this view sound? 
If the silver dollar under free coinage 
is to remain worth 100 e* nts in gold, 
it is uppar« -ii! tha t silver b ullion must 
h**como worth if 1.29 an ounce, for if 
worth less b ullion holders w ould coin it 
for the profit, and this process would 
continu« * until no profit re m a in e d — that 
i« , until tlie value of tin* silver dollar 
was just th*- same as the value of the 
b ullion in it. 
To do this it is necessary to raise the 
value of the w orld ’* stock of silver, 
which exceeds #4,000,000,000, from 05 
cents, its present price, to #1.29 an 
ounce. 
Mr. Bryan admits this. In his speech 
of acceptance lie 
said, “ Wo contend 
that fr« *e and unlim ited coinage b y the 
1 ’mted States a Ion« * will raise the b ullion

NYither can you prove that we 
cannot. ” 
The Unit« *d States has harl sonic ex­ 
perience m trying to raise the price of 
the w orld ’s sto« -k of coin ab ove its m ar­ 
ket value. 
In 1830 tin* b ullion in a silver dollar 
was worth #1.03 in gold, and the gold 
dollar, measured b y silver, was depre­ 
ciated 3 p« *reent. 
< hir mints were open 
to the free coinage of gold as well as 
of silver. 
Did that raise the price of 
gohl to par with silver? Not at all. A l­ 
though the w orld ’s stock of gold is 
mucli smaller than its st« > *k of silver, 
and although it was only necessary to 
rai^ti it 3 per c» *nt, we could not accom- I 
plish it. 
This lasted from 1834 tn

In 183G we w d v a nation of over 30,- |

Now we are a nation of ab out : 
7 0,000,000 of people, b ut have 437,000,- 
000 of silver dollars on hand. 
If, w ith all our power, in 1H00 \vc 
were unab le to raise tho b ullion value 
of gold b ut 3 per cent, how can wo ex­ 
port to raise tlie b ullion value of a lar­ 
ger qua n tity of silver not merely 3 per 
cent, b ut fully 32 times 3— i. e ., 9 3 per 
cent? 
If, in 1800, w ith over 80,000,000 of 
people, wo had b een ab le to raise the 
b ullion value of gold just 3 per cent to 
par, then, b eing 2 l3 times as great a 
people now as we wort* then, we might 
**xp« rt to raise tin* b ullion price of silver 
2 
times as high— that is, 7 pe rc e n t — 
b ut how could we expect to raise its 
prie« *, not 7 p**r cent alone, b ut more 
than thirteen times 7 per « *ent— i. <*., 9 0 
per cent— especially when the only pow­ 
er we have to raise it w ith is our d e­ 
mand for silver dollars, and that de­ 
mand is already suppli« *d to the extent 
of #437 ,000,000? 
Yet, unless we succeed in thus nearly 
doub ling th** price of tla* entire w orld ’s 
stock of silver, the price of b ullion must 
inevitab ly pull the value of th« * silv**r 
dollar down, as b ullion would b e coined 
as long us then* was a prolit— i. «*., till 
the values met. 
Mr. Bryan has presented hi< b eliefs on 
this sub ject. 
Opposed to them stand 
facts and history, and not merely his- 
torv of this country alone, b ut of all 
countries. 
B ut it is to b e noted tha t even if the 
silver dollar

would not escape a panic, n- foreign 
and domestic om litors In ln-vo it would 
depreciate, and would consequently call 
m deb ts and force sales just the same. 
Mr. Bryan fully admits that a panic 
must result even if tin* « ilv» r dollar 
does not depreciate.

It is one of our proud boa sts 
that the child of an American citizen, 
however humble his lot, ma y acquire 
an education iri our public schools. All 
concede that the sta nda rd of civiliza ­ 
tion is ex a ctly commensura te with the 
int**lligence of the people. 
We, a s Illi­ 
nois women in 
the ex ercise 
of th*? 
school franchise which 
is ours, a r e 
thus directly responsible, so far a s our 
individual votes are concerned, for the 
proper selection, first, for the chuui- 
da tes for whom we ma y vote; second 
for their election. 
it goes without sa y ing that the pos­ 
session of a ny fra nchise implies a duty 
— that of faithful and intelligent use 
While local elections ma y touch our 
interests mor« * nearly , y et the cla ims » if 
the* university of the great com m on­ 
wealth should not by a ny mea ns be ig ­ 
nored. 
Women who do not « -vinee a 
sustained effort to perform this duty 
of citizenship can scarcely afford to sit 
in judgment upon other voters who so 
often neglect their duty at the primary 
and th« * polls. 
In its national platform the Repub­ 
lican platform recognizes th« - rights of 
women as follows: 
“ The Republican 
party is mindful of the rights and in- 
terests of women. 
Protection of Amer­ 
ican industries includes equal oppor- 
‘.unities, equal pay for equal work, and 
protection to the home. 
We favor the 
a dmission of women to wider spheres 
of usefulness, and welcome their co-op­ 
eration in rescuing tho country from 
Democra tic and Populist misma na ge­ 
ment and misrule.” 
It is further declared: 
‘‘By these 
principles we w ill abide, and these pol­ 
icies we will put into ex ecution,” has 
been carried out by the national c o m ­ 
mittee of Illinois in welcoming the co­ 
operation of women in the present ca m ­ 
paign.

Thu value of the pension secured by 
the wounded veterans, whoso monthly 
payment from the government is in a 
great many eases th* ir sole support, 
depends entirely upon its purchasing 
power. 
If that power he high, it will 
buy a much larger supply of the neccs-* 
sitics of life than if calculated in cheap 
dollars. 
It 
requires no argument, to 
prove that, if this country adopts the 
silver standard, prici s as bused on dol­ 
lars rout lining 50 cents’ w orth of silver 
will tie just twice as high as they are 
now. Vafin s will he no higher, and the 
fanner or worker will get no more than 
J he does now, but nominal prices will be 
! doubled. As the number of dollars paid 
for pensions is fix ed, il follows that if

in 
silver dollars the pensioner 
would receive only one-half as much, 
measured in commodities, rent, e tc., as 
he does under the gold standard.
